There w are several light thunder 
showers accompanied by some distant 
thunder and lightning, between 1 and 
5 a. m. on Sunday, the 25th Inst., pro¬ 
ducing only one-hundredth of an inch 
of rain and bringing the rainfall for 
the season up to 38.03 inches. 

Should there be no more showers 
this month July will nevertheless have 
seen an average rainfall for the month. 
It has only rained five times in July 
in the last twenty years, or six times 
in twenty-one years, including the 
present season of 1909. The heaviest 
shower was in July, 1893, but it only 
amounted to seven-hundredths of an 
inch. 

August has a higher average rain¬ 
fall, twelve-hundredths of an inch 
'being the average for twenty years, 
with the heaviest rainfall in August, 
1889, when .76 fell. August, 1904, with 
.73, was a close second. 

For nineteen years the rainfall in 
September averaged only eleven-hun¬ 
dredths of an inch. But the very ex¬ 
ceptional weather in September, 1908, 
with a rainfall of 3.85 inches, brought 
the average for twenty years up to 
twenty-four hundredths of an inch. 


The question of how much water to 
apply and how to apply it for the 
best results in lawns and gardens is 
not well understood in this country. 
Many people waste a large amount of 
water when half the amount they use 
would serve their purpose if rightly 
applied. Others fear to attempt lawn 
or garden work because of the large 
amount of water they imagine to be 
required. The following article from 
the July number of the Pacific Gar¬ 
den may throw some light on the sub¬ 
ject for both classes: 

In a country of rainless summers, 
which in its natural conditions is a 
desert, as is the case with Southern 
California, the question of applying 
water to plant-life that it may grow 
luxuriantly, is one that is but little 
understood. To have a bountiful sup¬ 
ply at all times on tap, a good hose 
and nozzles of various designs, make 
connections, turn on the flow for a 
time, more or less greater in length, 
according to the inclination or the 
memory of the irrigator is one method 
of supplying moisture to vegetation, 
the one too that is most generally 
practiced, a method that requires less 
thought and perhaps less labor—yet 
the least scientific and in most cases 
the most unsatisfactory to the party 
who pays the water and fertilizer bill.

SCIENTISTS ON MT. WILSON

EXPERIMENTS WITH AN ORANGE 

Interesting Facts Regarding Tasteless 
Portions of Fruit 

Scientific American.—Experimenters 
in need of chemicals may sometimes 
do without the druggist. The soil, 
plants, animals, are but chemical lab¬ 
oratories; in one orange, chemicals are 
found in such a number and of such a 
nature as to enable anyone to perform 
several curious experiments. Most of 
the readers of the Scientific American 
probably have read about or used the 
sympathetic ink which is obtained by 
merely dipping a pen into the juice of 
the fruit. The sudden apparition, on 
the heated paper, of the hitherto in¬ 
visible script is one of the pretty ex¬ 
periments which can be made with or¬ 
ange juice. Those which the writer is 
about to describe have more to do 
with the physiological than with the 
strictly chemical properties of this 
fruit. 

Sugar and a considerable amount of 
citric acid are found in a ripe orange. 
Eesides the taste, a good proof of the 
presence of a true acid in orange juice 
can be had by boiling in water a few 
red cabbage leaves and then letting 
some orange juice fall into the bluish 
decoction. The instantaneous change 
from blue to red reveals the presence 
of acids even when taste fails. It may 
be a matter of surprise io many to 
learn that the strong sugar and acid 
flavor of orange juide cannot he per¬ 
ceived by a considerable region of our 
gustative organ. The midd.r* anterior 
part of our tongue is as insensible to 
these two flavors as the punctum 
caecum of our retina is insensible to 
light. The fact was ascertained *or 
the first time, I believe, by the scien¬ 


tist Schreiber, who carefully fixed the 
boundaries of the insensible regions of 
the tongue for many substances, 
among which were sugar and citric 
acid. Cut a small piece of peeled 
orange. Express it slightly, so as to 
avoid the dropping and running of the 
juice over the tongue. Place it in con¬ 
tact with your tongue at nearly one 
inch fro mthe tip. You will find the 
inch from the tip. You will find the 
forward the same piece of orange on 
to the tip of the tongue, and the strong 
sugar and acid flavor instantaneously 
re-appears. 

It cannot be said that a part only of 
our gustative organ is insensible to the 
taste, for it is the whole tongue and 
mouth which do not perceive it. To 
say this while everyone knows the 
powerful aromatic taste of orange peel 
seems foolish enough, yet it is true. 
That particular taste is not taste but 
a smell, perceived with the nose only, 
and many other sensations called 
tastes have not the slightest right to 
such a title. Yet the statement that 
such condiments as vanilla or pepper¬ 
mint are tasteless ,is sure to arouse 
considerable opposition if you make it 
after dinner in a company of laymen. 
Ask the most determined of your con¬ 
tradictors to leave the room for a mo¬ 
ment, and meanwhile cut into small 
pieces some of the outer, yellow peel 
of an orange, which you place into a 
spoon. Your opponent is then re¬ 
quested to close hermeticaly his nose 
and to enter the room. When he Is 
near the table, you ask him moreover 
to close his eyes, and to eat and name 
the spoonful of food you place into his 
mouth. As long as his fingers press 
' is nostrils, no amount of chewing or 
wallowing will enable him to comply 
with the latter request. 

Yet it is not probable that any part 
of any plant is much richer in essential 
oil than the yellow epiearp of the or¬ 
ange. It is so loaded with the odor- 
ferous liquid, that any change in its 
shape will produce tiny jets which 
spring in every direction. To observe

press the peel, the yellow side facing 
the candle, as shown in the photo¬ 
graph.

ing at least fifty per cent more water 
used than is necessary to get the 
jest results from the time consumed 
ind money spent in the operation. As 
-dated in June number, plants should 
be syringed at least twice every week 
a keep the foliage free from dust, also 
o keep in check aphis or green fly 
and other predatory insects, but water 
hus applied is small in quantity and 
“vaporates away in a very short time. 

A lawn where the supply of mois- 
ture is not drawn upon by the roots of 
large trees, either growing thereon or 
'.long the curb, if thoroughly watered 
>nce a week, along the coast where 
'ogs prevail, and twice each week in 
he interior sections of the state, where 
neither fog or dew is found during the 
ummer, is ample for the require¬ 
ments of the grass. An additional 
vatcring in either case each w-eek will 
be necessary if trees are present, pro¬ 
viding howeever, that enough plant 
food has been applied to meet the ne- 
essities of the plants in making a 
good growth. And no one need hope 
to have a luxuriant lawn who is not 
liberal with fertilizer in some form— 
the commercial brand being the best, 
because free from weed seeds. No 
matter how much water is applied. 

There are two serious defects in¬ 
separably connected w'ith excessive 
Tv~aterh^i?-^^la.WJas.-- and flower b eds. 

One is that the roots of the plants' 
ire induced to grow near the surface 
of the soil because of warmth, and the 
other the dissolving end leaching away 
of the elements of fertility into sub¬ 
soil beyond the reach of shallow root¬ 
ing plants as most are which we grow 
in lawn or flower bed3. 

Roses if thoroughly watered once in 
two weeks in coast sections, once a 
week in the interior parts of the state 
are abundant during the flowering 
period, and but once in the tw T o months 
of their resting period during the mid¬ 
summer months, if a good crop of 
bloom is wanted during the fall and 
winter months, while begonias, coleus, 
that class of plants which luxuri¬ 
ate only during warm weatilti', MUurir 
be bountifully supplied with both food 
and water. Semi-aquatic plants, to 
which class papyrus, elephant ears, 
bananas and ginger plants belong, 
should be so located that they may re¬
